his comparisons and summing up of these two countries - superb. Do not miss it.

GERMAN BOOKS 


Hauptmann, G. IM WIRBEL DER BERUFUNG S. Fischer 
(In The Whirlpool of a Vocation) 


Laid in Germany at the beginning of the 19th century, this is the story of 
a young dramatist - Gotter. An early marriage, then a chance to make his career at 
one of the smaller courts where he meets a young actress for whom he almost fives up 
his career and marriage. The appearance of his wife, just in time, proves a shock 
which is too much for Gotter, but after his subsequent illness, he recovers and finds 
himself changed into a mature man. Beautifully written and a perfect picture of a 
century aso.

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Mayer, T. H. ARZTE C. Zschape 
(Doctors) 


Appealing propaganda for the heroism of doctors and research workers in 
battles to disvoer nature's secrets, forms the background for the story of young Dr, 
Danhauser and his wife. Beautifully conceived and conveyed. About $1.80 


Rohde, H. DAS DUNKLE HERZ S. Fischer 
(The Dark Heart) 


s Told by a young woman, for whom all mankind is divided into dark and lisht 
souls, this is the story of two sisters, one of whom kills the child of the other in 
a moment of aberration. The story-teller does not psychoanalyze the characters but 
simply traces the mental tangles back to their roots. A good example of nature con- 
fronted by morality. Simply written. About $1.40 


Zeise, F. DIE ARMADA E. Rowohlt 
(The Armada) 


48K The trasic life of Juan of Austria, the illegitimate son of Kins Charles V, 
told in strong Titian strokes and colors. Pictures of the Inquisition, the warring 
of the German vassals against death and the devil, excursions of war galleys in the 
Mediterranean - all are vividly drawn and make fascinating reading, About $2.50

Brancati, V. L'AMICO DEL VINCITORE Ceschina 
(The Conqueror's Friend)

Loria, A. LA SCUOLA DI BALLO Ed. di Solaria 
(The Dancing School) 


Nine short stories dealing mostly with the lower middle classes of Italy. 
Excellent local color and the understanding and subtle psychology make even the most 
Squalid and dingy settings and facts beautiful. About $1. 40 


Radice, R. VITA COMICA DI CORINNA Ceschina 
(The Comic Life of Cortnna) 


The little orphan Corinna fsrows up with too much money, attention and ambi- 
tion and not enough control of any kind, makes a mess of her short and pathetic life 
and dies in a most unexpected and terrible way - which is almost comic. About : $21.50 


Varaldo, A. TRE CATENE D' ARGENTO Ceschina 
(Three Silver Chains) 


Faustine's life of intrigue could almost be a detective novel, with the 
three silver chains running through it like clues. A good picture of Italian rural 
life in contrast with the life of "gilded youth" in the big city. Interesting and 
easy reading.
